A Naturallat’s Diary. 
: Hawk and Buzzard. ~ : 
N the. afternoon’ of -Saturday, 
November 5, two of us visited 
Shok O and the hills above. From 
the car we sow the first Keatrel 
douring above the hillside near 
where the road to Cape d'Aguilar 
leaves the main rond. Later we saw 
a socond Kestrel. Still later, high 
up above Mount’ Pottinger, ‘we 
noticed a hawk awodping at a larger 
bird; there wore two or three kites 
about and at first glance we thought 
that the hawk was. attacking a Hite 
but inspection through glasses show- 
ed the attacked bird to be a Buzzard. 
Tho hawk was, chattering angrily 
. gad swooping again and again at the 
much larger Muzzard waolch sac 
allpped and avoided cach swoop. it 
reminded us of a bombing- plane 
being attacked by a much more ac- 
tive fighting scout.. Tho Buzzard 
had evidently invaded the hawk’s 
territory and was belng ejected. We 
could not be absolutely certain 01 
tHe identity of the hawk but it 
might very Ilkely have bean a 
Peregrine . Falcon as in previous 
years & palr of Falcons had been 

observed in this Tochlity. 
* oy, 

A Thirsty. Spake, ; 

After tea on Sunday, the 6th, i 
strolied along the Conduit path in 
the direction of Pokfulam. This is 
a well known district for snakes and 
I was just musing "how curlous it 
was that alwaya someone else, and 
not myself, saw snakes on this path, 
when, looking ‘ahead, I saw a large 
rat-snake not 10 yards from me, Or 

"rather half o rat-snake for the hend 
‘and anterior. portion of the body 
were hidden from ylew in # holo 
between two of the ‘roofing slabs of 
the conduit. .I stood perfectly still 
and watched, Présently out came 
the anterlor half of the body and the 
head‘ of the snake glistening with 
water. It looked about, saw nothing 
to frighten it, and then back again 
it wont Into the hole. ‘The snake 
was thirsty, very” thirsty, for this 
timo I waited a full: half-minute-de- 
fore it again withdrew its bedy and 
‘head from the“hole. It. then glided 
‘off and up-a' bank; it was a full 
sized rat-snake, Pytas mucosa. or 
Shui lut, about.6 feet ‘in length. 
Now we know whore some of tho 
water gpés-to: that leaves, Pokfulam 
reservoir in the conduit. but-never 
reaches :. the. filter,’ beds above the 
University.,?, The -P.W.D, may be 
glad of this tip, 

Later ‘I disturbed ‘another sinieay 


On Wednesday afternoon three of 
tho Inading gardons at Fanling were 
visited and a number of cuttings of 
Interesting plants scrounged. Be- 
tween 6 oc. and 5.90 four or five 
crows were noticed flying, singly, 
high in the alr, in a northernly 
direction. These were probably tha 
Collared. Crow, Corvus torquatus, 
(17-20 Inches long), which ja falrly 
common Incally. It has a white 
collar and {is ensily recognised by 
thie*feature but these birds were 
fying high and I had no. binoculars 
with me and could not check this 
point. The Oriental Raven, Corvus 
voronotdes colonorum, length 21 
inches, plumage black, ig resident in 
Awangtung but, we have no autHen- 
tie record of its occurrence In the 
song Kong Territories. May I ask 
“anling and Tai Po residents to look 
out for this bird, the harsh nasal 
shonk and the absence of the white 
collar serve to distinguish it from 
the Collared Crow with its caw, caw 
and white collar. 

At 5.80 0 bird flow overhead 
which I was almost certain was a 
Hoopoe. We have no authentic re- 
sord of this bird at Hong Kong; it 
is n common resident at Amoy and 
{ have also acen it in Pelping. On 
my: return to Hong Kong-I delved 
into half a dozen reference books 
woking to find some criterion where- 
by C could distinguish with certaln- 
ty between tha Hoopoe and the 
Chincss Pied Kingfisher. Tho bird 
Thad seen was flying high, my 
friend noticed © Its long bill and “I 1 
spotted the black and white. under 
surface of its wings, -It flew with 
an Interrupted flight and uttered a 
sores of short cries. Finglly in the 
Wong Kong Naturalist Vol. II, 1 
found that Major Hutson had writ- 
ten of the Chinese Pled Kingfisher. 
“The flight Is swift and fast, a few 
quick wing-beats, then a sail, and 


so on. When flying, the Pied King-|-, 


fisher often utters a shrill and 
rather. querulous cry; ‘tafp-ce,’ one 
tight write It.” “My Hoopoe, was 
morely a Kingfisher! Of course in 
the full light of day there’ would 
have been no possibility of confus- 
{ng these two species. The Hoopoe 
is reported as occasionally’ visiting 
Kwangtung In December. A pair of 
Peregrine Falcons have been report- 
ed’ thls week “from the’ Kam Tin 
district, this supports our view that

ENGLISH SUB-TITLES. 


An original venture in the 
film world may shortly be started 
in Hong Kong with the introduc:

continued to be used for this pur- 
pose down to the dispersal of the 
regalin during the Commonwealth, 
when the Imperial Crown of Charles 
I wes broken up and sold. In the 
inventory of the regula taken from 
the Tower of London it is described 
as;“of massy gold, Wwelghing éeven 
lbs. six ozs, enriched with 19 sap- 
phires, 37 rubies ballass, 21 small 
rubies, two emeralds, 28 diamonds, 
168 pearls.” Jt was valued at 
£1,110, which was a great sum of 
money in those days. 

When Charles If came to the 
throne a new Imperial Crown, was 
constructed . from memory as Ike

been made from time to time since 
then, down to the ‘tlme of Queen

Tho crown is of the Imperial, ae 
distinct front the Royal, shape. It 
consists of a-circlot or dindem of 
openwork In, silver, bearing in the 
front an oblong diamond of 300 3/16 
enrata, cut from the. Great Cullinan 
Diamond and known as one of the 
Stara of Africa. A great sapphire 
which waa in the crown of Charles; 
tho great spinel ruby,, which be- 
longed to the Black Prince; four 
large egg-shaped pearls, snid to have 
been the carrings of Queen Eliza- 
beth, and a sapphire, believed to 
bave adorned the ring of Edward 
the Confessor, are among the 
famous stones set in the Crown. In 
all tho Crown contains five rubics, 
11 enferalds, 17 sapphires, 277 
pearls and 2,783 diamonds. 

In the regalia there are, of course, 
other stongs of Imporial interest. 
In the Royal Sceptre is the largest 
atone cut from the Cullinan Dia- 
mond, 4 great pendaloque of 516% 
carats; while in the Queen Consort's 
Crown are the two remaining large 
stones cut from tho Cullinan and 
the Koh-in-Noor, the grentest his- 
torical diamond in the world. Thia 
stone was given. to Queen Victoria| ¢6, 
by the Army of the Punjab. 
According to Hindu legend, the 
sovereignty of India: belongs to the 
possessor of this stone, and it will 
bring no misfortune so Jong as it is
